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DIVISION I. 


The services of Miss Lizzie S. Titcomb of Kensington 
were fortunately again obtained to conduct this school for the 
entire year. As she already held the respect and confidence 
of the pupils, she was at once able to advance them without 
the delay occasioned by a change of teachers. 

_ We have no desire to retract any portion of our former 
report, all of which is applicable for this year, but wish to refer 
to the examination held at the completion of the school year, 
where the confidence, interest and alacrity displayed by the 
pupils in performing their various duties and the quiet and 
graceful manner with which they were guided by their teacher, 
were sufficient to impress on the minds of the fifty present, the 
harmonious teeling existing between all. The teacher remarks 
‘that the school year has been:a pleasant one ; that the schol- 
ars have been diligent, attentive and interested, and have shown 
a desire for improvement. ‘Twelve scholars have not been ab- 
sent for a term, which fact in itself speaks volumes. 


DIVISION II. 


This school for the fourth successive year was taught by 
Miss Clara E. Kimball of Kensington, and has continued to im- 
prove under her careful management with unabated -rapidity. 
Not considering it necessary to make further comment than 
was contained in our previous report as regards efficiency, 
assiduity, and improvement, therefore we will simply refer to 
them. Twenty-five were present at the final examination, 
where the recitations interspersed with dialogues, declama- 
tions etc., were rendered in a competent and energetic man- 
ner, effectually showing the marks of proper training, and an 
entire concordance of minds. At the conclusion of the ex- 
ercises, on behalf of the pupils, Miss Annie Schurman in a 
graceful and appropriate speech, presented the teacher with a 
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silver cake basket as a souvenir of their many happy relations, 
to which the teacher feelingly responded. Seven scholars were 
neither absent nor tardy for a term. 


DIVISION III. 


Miss Emma E. Emerson was selected as teacher, a young 
lady of easy manners, good address, well recommended by her 
former teachers for scholarship ; her pastor for her good repu- 
tation and christian character; her committees regarding her 
former success as a teacher. ‘There were thirty-six scholars 
present at each of the visits of your committee acting well their 
part, showing improvement and good discipline that can only 
be obtained by diligence and application to the duties of the 
school room by both teacher and scholars. All studies had ap- 
parently, received their full share of attention, and interesting 
historical events coupled with a sketch of our most successful 
inventors were rendered in a confident manner by the pupils, 
thereby showing that the term had been conducted by an able, 
devoted instructor with profit and success. During the summer 
vacation, much to the regret of the Board of Education, Miss 
E. tendered her resignation which we were compelled to ac- 
cept. Three were neither absent nor tardy for the term. 


Miss Annie M. Downs occupied the chair during the fall 
term of ten weeks. A young lady of experience in graded 
schools ; this being her first attempt with so large a mixed 
school of small scholars. She had not sufficient time to carry 
out that method of thoroughness which she was wont to do, 
and attend to the many wants-of pupils, keep order and con- 
vince them that all had their due share of attention. There 
were thirty-six attendants and almost as many classes, giving 
about nine minutes to each recitation. Miss Downs bids fair 
to rank among the first of teachers. Four were neither absent 
nor tardy for the term. ~ A large school.

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The winter term was to commence on the 28th of Nov., 
by Miss F. B. Smith, a former teacher, but was delayed four 
weeks by sickness in the division, which after six weeks 
school was again closed for two weeks, but is in successful 
operation at the present time by the former, well tried faithful 
teacher, too well-known to need any eulogy from us as the 
school cannot be fully reported, but we hope the larger pupils 
will improve this, perhaps their last opportunity, to such a de- 
gree that it may prove to them a satisfaction and lasting bene- 
fit through life. This School is to continue five weeks. 
Parents should visit the schools. 


ae DIVISION IV. 


Miss Emma A. Batchelder of this town, the teacher of the 
four previous terms, was engaged for the year. Miss B. with 
but little effort has been able to retain the standard of her for- 
mer terms. At the closing examination eight visitors were 
present, who listened attentively to the recitations, declama- 
tions, &c., of the 16 pupils who participated. Nine scholars 
were neither absent nor tardy for a term and one for the year, 
this being a strong indication that great interest was taken by 
pupils and parents in the welfare of the school. 


* REMARKS. 


Our teachers of 1887 have been retained with one exception, 
Miss Smith of Div. 3, who tendered her resignation at the 
spring vacation. In review we find in Div. 1 a school of twen- 
ty-five boys and girls as capable as any teacher could ask to 
have, with a goed and competent instructor, well appreciated 
by her pupils. Div. 2 has suffered somewhat in rank’by the 
graduation of its larger scholars, but still has a class of two as 
far advanced as any of their age, with a teacher loved almost 
as a parent by all. 
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Div. 3 having been crippled the past year by a frequent 
change of teachers, sickness, &c., is not able to rank as the 
merits of its many good pupils deserve which in former years 
has been noted for punctuality and high roll of honor. In 
Div. 4 we find as good material for scholarship as in any, with 
a teacher evidently well disposed, having the good will of her 
pupils and giving general satisfaction alike to both scholars and 
parents. 


To those who are about to leave the duties of the school 
room to pursue the active duties of life, we would say let 
promptness mark your acts, never disgrace your position, take 
care of your health, beware of the many snares.set for your 
entrapment and as you regard your own reputation and happi- 
ness and the fondest hopes of your parents, relatives and 
friends, be not deceived nor led into temptation. And to those 
who have the good fortune to remain at school, never put off 
until the morrow what you can easily do to-day, and grow up 
educated in such a manner as will enable you to make good 
and useful citizens. To the parents, teachers and_ friends‘ 
we would in the language of a former writer say, it behooves 
us diligently to impress upon the mind of the rising generation 
the principles of piety and justice. a sacred regard to truth, love 
of country, humanity and benevolencg, sobriety, industry and 
frugality, chastity, moderation and temperance, and all other 
virtues which are the ornament and support of human society, 
and to endeavor to lead them into a particular understanding 
of the tendency of all such virtues to preserve and perfect a 
republican form of government, to secure the blessings of lib- 
erty and to promote their future happiness. Let us en- 
deavor to illustrate to them the advantages of freedom over 
despotism, truth over falsehood, of light over darkness and of 
right over might. 

Then shall our young men stand as well proportioned col- 
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umns in the temple of society, and our daughters represent its 
polished corner stones, reflecting the intelligence and refine- 
ment that education alone can give.
